ART AND CRAFT DAY AT 
ATLANTA WOMAN’S CLUB. 


Chairman, Mrs, A. O. Woodward. 

The programme presented at the regu- 
lar meeting of the Atlanta Woman's 
Club brought out the broad and practi- 
ca] work being accomplished by the club 
women of Georgia along the lines of‘arts 
and crafts. 

There was a large attendance at the 
meeting. which was opened by the presi- 
dent, Mrs. Robert Zaliner, in the an- 
nouncement of a number of business 
matters. Mrs. George Hinman, chairman 
of the current events section, leq. tite 
discussion on current events of the day, 
after which the meeting was turned Over 
to. Mrs. A. O. Woodward, chairman of 
the club committee of arts and craft. 

Mrs. Woodward gave a resume of the 
work being done by the club women. 

Mrs. Neliie Peters Black spoke on the 
work being done by the women in the 
rural districts of Georgia, and exhibited 
on behalf of a number of women in 
north Georgia a collection of coverlids, 
quilts ang rugs, the latter of really artis- 
tic merit. 

A rug made of the old riverside scrub 
known as “cat tails’’ was very much ad- 
mired and compared well with the Jap- 
anese rugs made of similar maéerial. 

Mrs. Black then spoke of the custom 
of the Persian weavers Of bequeathing 
the beautiful designs for the eastern rugs 
to one generation after another. She 
mentioned that this was also the custom 
in the southern mountains in regard to) 
the “draft’’ or design for the hand-woven 
coverlets. 


As no true collectors of old furniture 
wil] buy a piece, no matter how hand- 
some, unless the legend or history is at- 
tached so no true devotee of the cot- 
tage industries will sleep under a hand- 
woven coverlet without knowin the 
name of the woven design. In the fol- 
lowing list there are some, however, 


win Lang, of West Point, state chairman 
of arts and crafts. 

Mrs. Ottley read in a clear, forceful 
tone Mfrs, Lang’s beautiful article, which 
follows: : 

“It was about twenty years ago that 
the Society of arts and Crafts was found- 
ed in London and the name now so fa- 
miliar that it seems to belong to all 
time, was a happy inspiration of Cobden- 
Sanderson. 

“It always gave him great pleasure to 
dwell upon the number of gullds that 
adopted the name, but I wonder how 
many of them realized that he was the 
man who made the happy combination. 

‘To fully appreciate the meaning of 
our subject, ‘The Growth of the Arts 
and Crafts Movement or the Revival of 
Handicrafts,’ we must go back a little 
in history to a period which we: term 
a ruder age. We must take a rapid 
glance at the work of some of the 
craa&smen and understand the conditions 
under which they worked. 

“AS far back as the eighth and ninth 
centuries, we find beautiful work of 
many kinds being done in different parts 
of Burope, but the twelfth century 1s 
called the great century of the middle 
ages, the thirteenth merely continued 
in the path already traced. During tnis 
time we find the individual worker witu 
high ideal, we find the monk with re- 
ligious zeal, as well as love of his boo-. 
to inspire him to reach perfection. -We 
also find the existence of guilds of dif- 
ferent kinds, to which a man must ve- 
aan. | before being allowed to follow his 
craft. 


NECESSITY OF TRAINING. 


“The middle ages understood the com- 
mercial necessity of strict discipline and 
training. The Florintine guilds for 200 
years held supremacy in Europe by their 
intelligent insistence upon the careful 
jtraining of the apprentice and their se- 
verity in condemning poor and uncrafts- 
manlike work. Some of the industrial arts 
had then reached such a degree of per- 
fection that it may be safely said there 
has since. been little real progress, The 
work done in some lines has never been 
Surpassed. 

‘fo understand why ‘hand work of 
tpose days attained such perfection we 
have to remember that time’ was an un- 
important factor. The artisan. proceeded 
slowly and workeq through long days 
and weeks, and even years, to complete 
a piece of work. 

“We, on the contrary, must economize 
time always and everywhere. We are 
forced to create much and consequently 
quickly. To produce the greatest quan- 
tity in the least time at the cheapest 
rate; such is the desire of the manufac- 
turers who have. industrialized the art 
of our time and who in doing this have 
more or less killed it, 

“In the middle ages other conditions 
prevailed. Time, as I have said, had 
not the same value. Things moved 
slower in every way, life was not so 
complex, 

“The old ‘work was beautiful because it 
evas the free and spontaneous expression 
of the individuality of the worker. 

“He was a real craftsman, a man 
with a mind of his own and with an out- 
look on life of his own, which found 
expression in his work. . 

“In many of the most vital things of 
life he was mich more truly a free man 
than the modern workman, 

“Art resides, first of all, in a faultless 
execution} in. a perfect knowledge of 
technicaf processes and the technical 
processes were transmitted from genera- 
tion to generation in the work shops of 
the middle ages, 

“When the apprentice knew his craft 
thoroughly he gained the mastership 


hand it resulted that the objects be cre- 


ated with so much care and material] 
labor were also works of art. 


“Going a little more into detail, let us) 


look at one or two of the many crafts 
followed by these wonderful workers, 
this will give am idea of the time when, 
as one writer says, ‘Art and religion 
were united and both were allied to la- 
bor.’ 

Illuminated Volumes. 

“First, take® bookmaking and the art 
of illumination. When we remember that 
these old volumes were transcribed letter 
by letter by hand, and when we  remem- 
bgr the beautifully illuminated margins 
surrounding the text, is it any wonder 
that they.were thought so precious that 
they were chained to their places? A 
monastery that owned thirty or forty 
such works was considered rich.

Oftentimes 
It was to.a rough book that they devoted 
the best efforts of their genius and 
manhood and thus -the book came to 
represent for the scribe all that health 
and home, secular entenprise, wife and 
child stood for in the eyes of the man 
of action,

century we find the

the climax of splendid maturity in Italy 
| just before. the invention of movable 
i type, 

“T want to quote a description of an 
illuminated page. ‘Among the most beau- 
tiful features, of these manuscripts are 
the floriated borders which surround the 
text, often giving the appearance of a 
Yhower of brilliant petals arraigned sym- 
metrically by chance and which the next 


breath of air might disperse a carry 
away, 80 delicately are they placed upon 
the page. The colors, too, are beautifully 
blended in both support and contrast, the 
ones most usually employed being the 
dlue now known as Gobelin, containing 
a grayish cast and somehow suggesting 
tyansparency; aie red, perfectly corre- 
sponding with the blue, bearing upon 
the crimson overcast with white of the 
fraspberry, a violet chording with the 
blue, as a lower note chords with a 
higher musical tone; an emerald green 
more vivid than the other colors, and 
finally traceries in gold and points of 
black which coordinate the design after 
the manner of a scheme of punctuation.’ 
Blue, red, violet, emerald green, gold and 
black, I wonder how many of us could 
successfully combine these colors. 


The Age of Painting. 


‘With the invention of printing began, 
as was inevitable, the decay ef the beau- 
tiful book of the middle ages. 

“After the invention of printing the 
part of the history of book making that 
comes under our subject deals with the 
beautifully printed and bound books, 
those that ‘were so costly they could be 
owned only by royalty or persons of 
great wealth. Often the covers were of 
gold or silver or ivory heavily set with 
jewels, rubies, emeralds, amethysts and 
pearls. Then later there were silk and 
velvet, these embroidered and studded 
with gems. Leather was used as early as 
the twelfth century and in the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries the French at- 
tained a perfection in the use of it which 
is still] the stanard ang guide to present 
workers in the art. 

‘T have gone this much into the detail 
of book making simply to show to what 
perfection of workmanship the old crafts- 
men attained. 

‘In embroidery the same high standard 
was reached. The great glories of me- 
diaeval embroidery are to be seen in the 
ecclesiastical pieces where the dignity of 
the object justified any expense in the 
riciness of material employd, and the 
piety of the work afforded the highest 
stimulus to her skill. The finest. days of 
the old embroidery were from the 
twelfth to the fourteenth centuries, 

“The modern revival of the art of em- 
broidery is, of course, but part of the 
great revival of the decorative arts 
which, as we shal] see later, dates from 
about thirty years ago and of which 
William Morris was the central figure. 
His daughter, May (Morris, devoted her- 
self specially to this work and her vol- 
ume of ‘Decorative Needle Work’ is one 
of the best books on the subject. 

“Resides book making and embroid- 
ery, there was lace-making, tapestries and 
all kinds of woven fabrics, metal work and 
jewery. .The list is a long one. 

“This perfection of workmanship per- 
vaded all walks of life, and the very 
commonest things in daily life were beau- 
tifully made. Take, for instance, the sub- 
ject of locks, the subject on which the 
ancient smiths delighted to exercise the 
utmost resources of his art, and several 
kings. even were interested to spend a 
part of their time in designing them. 

“So we see from this glance that the 
work of the old craftsman, how thorough- 
ly interested they were in doing things, 
and how happy they must have been in 
their work. Whatever they made, was 
made to Jast for an indefinite period, and 
not to wear out or, go out of fashion, as 
many things these days are created. 


Advent of Machinery. 


‘Now, from this period of ‘handcrafts 
we must pass without detail to the \be- 
ginning ot the use of all kinds of ma- 
chinery. We Know that with the coming 
of steam printing presses came a cheap- 
ening of books and bookmaking. With the 
invention ot weaving by machinery, in- 


stead of by hand looms, the history of 
fabrics of all kinds changed, 

“Prior to 1750 all textile fabrics were 
the joint product of men and women, 
husbands and wives, sons and daughters. 
lt was largely a home industry. it had 
over it and around it the affection and 
‘blessing of family life. 

“The first ‘blow at the-life of this 
industry was given by the  inven- 
tions of John Kay, which were followed 
by the introduction in 1767 of the spin- 
ning jenny of Hargriave, and shortly 
after by Arkwright’s water frames, Ail 
of which at once and forever took out 
of the hands of the women the distaff. 

“In“1785 Cartwright’s power loom, and 
in 1792 Whitney's cotton gin, Were two 
inventions. that struck almost as great a 
blow at the domestic industry of men as 
the spinning machines had at that of 
women. Changing the whole textile fab- 


and multiplied | 


ric industry from hand work into machine 
work, breaking up the home, creating 
the tenement house and its attendant 
evils and making the craftsman a factory 
hand, the feeder of a machine, 

“From this time on many textile fabrics 
were without artistic value, ugliness sur- 
perceded beauty, the commonplace reigned 
in place of art and the indiyiduality of 
handwork. 

‘This change went on through the vari- 
ous lines of work, furniture, carpets, lace, 
jewelry, everything that was made, until 
there had to be a reaction from Oover- 
production—a protest against cheap and 
time-saving labor—when such labor meant 
products of which each part was inferior 
and the whole of no enduring value. 

‘This overproduction, together with the 
crudeness of much of the so-called art of 
the products, was one of the causes 
oii to the movement we are discuss- 
ng. 

“The pre-Raphaelites in 1847-9 played 
an important part at the beginning of 
this revival of handcrafts. They had for

Work of William Morris. 


‘*Ruskins’ in‘fluence was strong also, but 
the central figure was William Morris. 
It is said that prior to the accomplish- 
ment in the art industries and crafts ef- 
fected by William Morris, the rich home 


}in England and America was ugly, while 


the modest home was barren and repel- 
lant the colors habitually meeting with 
eye in apartments and rooms in which 
tne problems of daily existence were pre- 
sented and wrought out were irritating 
and consequently wearing to the brain, 
This was the age of analine dyes, horse- 
thair fulniture, feathers, flowers and other 
barbarities. It was to substitute beauty 
for the ugliness reigning in the church, 
the places of business and public and the 
home that the leaders in this movement 
@.bdored. 

“The Pre-Raphaelites had their part in 
the work by advocating a revival of the 
mediaeval spirit, ritual and beauty. 

“It is said that the day on which Wil- 
liam Morris and Burne Jones met on .he 
benches of Merton college, Oxford, waz 
an epoch-making moment for art.’ . For 
the beauty with which we muy surround 
Ourselves at slight monetary cost, and 
to the infinite furtherance of our well 
being and pleasure, had never existed 
Save for the meeting of the two fervent 
souled youths, one of whom was, all un- 
consciously, a master craftsman reincar- 
nate from the middle ages, and the other, 
a mystic of the same riod, walking 
the earth anew and initiated to all the 
deep and subtle significance of color in 
art and in life. 

“Through the successful experiments of 
Morris, who was at will, dyer or glazier 
or weaver, the homes of the English mid- 
dle classes, from barren and ugly, be- 
came places of delight, rich in suggestive- 
ness of color. 

‘“‘We are to thank Morris for the beau- 
tiful soft browns, yellows and greens 
that now attract us in the products of 
the art industries and handicrafts. If 
we seek them these colors may be af- 
forded by the simplest articles of house- 
hold necessity, and thus brought into’ re- 
lationship they will form a Kind of low 
harmonic accompaniment to the work of 
our lives. 


REFORMS SPREAD TO AMERICA. 


“This movement which was started in 
England, spread to America by the con- 
tinental exposition at Philadelphia in 
1876. and the other expositions of later 
ogee have played their parts in continu- 
ng it, 

“The success of the village industries, 
Such as that at Deerfield, and numbers 
of others, the success of individual work- 
ers in book binding, pottery, embroidery, 
rug making and in many lines of work 
seem to convince us that there has come 
again a desire for the beautiful that can 
only be gratified by the work of the 
hands guided by a sense of real] beauty. 

“It is to this new birth that we owe the 
continuance of the rats and crafts move- 
ment, & movement far reaching . and 
many sided in its influence for good, 

“Origtnallty is the life force of every 
created thing. Originality is the vital 
principle of handicraft movement of to- 
day which decries, and justly so, the 
machine and the copy; prizing the weak 
flame of life in the crudest original form 
of art above the most perfect and decep- 
tive copy of a masterpiece, 1 want. to 
quote here a paragraph taken from one 
of Cobden-Sanderson lectures at the 
opening of an art and crafts exhibition 
in London, his subject being “Guilds.’’ 
This was soon after the death of Morris, 
who was so beloved by all craft workers 
in England. 

“He said, ‘When Ithink of him, Il 
seem to see qa great light shed upon 
the path in front of us, whJ:h wafts only 
until we move to move onward, too; still 
onward and to keep its post fronting the 
darkness. .And the great light shed from 
him is this, that”™in the work of his 
hands, aided, guided by the work of the 
brain into shapes of everlasting beauty 
and utility, man, not certainly this man 
or that, for each must contribute in an 
infinite diversity of ways, but man as a 
whole, man which is human. society or- 
ganized to unity, shal] Ain delight as of 
Summer seas—waking to summer music 
along the coasts Of the world, under 
summers sun and. moon and the still-

BEAUTY A GUILE TO WORK. 


“Work, incessant work with beauty as 
Our everlasting aim, this is the William 
Morris, this the memory of him, this 
the light shining upon the darkness of 
the future which we ought to cherish 
and abide by forever.’ 

‘Let us Strive to sweeten our portion of 
labor by ennobling it with. that high 
ideal: ‘Not for self only, but for the 
home and reputation of the craft.’ 

“To accept as a sacred legacy the best 
traditions of the past, of that medieval! 
past when the guilds created and upheid 
a craft idea] that made artists of 
artisans; to holq one’s self above the 
degradation of art and life that comes 
from self advertisement and unworthy 
work; to learn thoroughly one’s craft? 
and to learn that to excel is better than 
to succeed; this is the doctrine we shotild 
preach and put into practice. And as we 
progress in our craft ideals we ‘shall 
raise our standard and fight loyally for 
this noble conception of handicraft de- 
velopment. 

“And so upon the stately theme. “rhe 
life so short the craft so long to learn.’ 
Shall be heard the sweet and rythmic 
variation, ‘Work, incessant work and 
beauty for everlasting aim.” 


MISS WILLIAMSON’S PAPER. 


‘Mrs. A. O. Woodward, Chairman, stated 
that by the generous gift of time and 
talents of Miss Williefmson. a thoroughly 
trained craftswoman, instruction was 
being given in two of the county schools 
of Fulton. This is being done by the 
cooperation of M. I, Brittain, county 
Superintendent. (Miss Williamson gives 
each Friday from 8 to 5 to this work. 

She said of it: 

“Before telling anything about the work 
in the district schools, } want to im- 
presS upon you a few facts that, 
haps, you do not know about drawing 
as it is taught in public schoois. 

Our aim is not to turn out Michael 
Angelos and Millets, but by teaching 
them to see and appreciate the beautiful 
to elevate their ideals and tend —itto- 
ward higher culture. I think you will 
agree with me in considering ‘that their 
— System of education is not suffi- 
cient. 

“I don’t suppose it hag occurred to 
many of you why ‘we teach the different 
branches of art that we do. TI am g0- 
ing to specify, So that you wii] know just 
how their art’ education helps out, or 
rather, supplements their other studies. 

“First, we teach drawing from the ob- 
ject, to make them observant: then, color 
work, for the appreciation of form and 
color; design and imaginative work, to 
Stimulate their creative abi ity; and, 
last, mechanical drawing, to teach them 
to be accurate. 

“Now, all these branches are neces- 
Sary, ag you will readily see, and a child 
who has been taught all these things is 
pleasure out of his 
Surroundings than one who has not. If 
such is the case, surely the .poorer class 
of children ‘who have very little or no 
beauty at home are the ones who need 
this iraining more than other children, 
and they are just the qmes who don’t

After the Kentucky campaign. he estab- 
lished schools of instruction, and after 
the battle of Murfreesboro, in all cases 
where it wag possible, his cavalry was 
regularly drilled, General Wheeler fre- 
quently drilling the different brigades in 
person, 

Cavalry called the eyes and ears of 
the army. When Wheeler was assigned 
to cavalry his command ealled ‘‘Wheel- 
er’'s critter-company,’ a gallop being the 
usual gait.

There are some gold 
mines, and the export of this ore 
amounted to nearly $50,000 last year, 
but the country has been so isolated 
that its minera] wealth has not been 
exhaustively explored. 

The population of Korea variously 
estimated at from 8,000,000 to 15,000,000.

Like the Japanese, they have 
rather a scanty beard. but it. seems to 
be more fashionable for the older men 
to allow their chin whiskers to grow.

Often the earth supplies the floor, 
except for the little sleeping rooms, which 
have floors of stone covered with oiled 
peper. These rooms are heated Dy flues 
under the floors, which conduct the flame 
and smoke to the chimney, which opens 
On the side of the house. Leaves, fagots, 
coarse grass and all sorts of trash are 
used for fuel. ang these stone. floors, heat- 
ed twice a day, keep the small rooms quite 
comfortable. 
Cross-legged on the Floor. 

T&é people sit on the floor, as in Japan, 
except thaf they sit cross-legged instead 
of sitting on the feet, and sleep on mats 
spread on the floor at night and stowed 
away durtftfg the day. 

Whfle in Seoul we were, through the 
courtesy of Rey. 8S. F. Meore, one of the 
missionaries, invited to tne wedding of 
two Korean Christians, and after the cer- 
emony had a chance to inspect the house 
ef the groom’s father. It was neat and 
clean. but the houses generally as seen 
from the narrow streets are dirty and un- 
inviting. One wonders where the men 
keep the long white coats of which they 
seem so proud until he is informed that 
the wives wash and iron them at night 
while the lord of the household sleeps. 

Speaking of the marriage, I must as a 
truthful ehronicler, record that the young 
man whom we saw miarried (they marry 
young in Korea and the marriages are 
arranged by the parents) had a pleasant 
face, and that the bride was modest and 
camely. He wore a dark red, joose-fitting 
coat, ® wide belt and a black gauze nat 
of indescribable shape. ‘he girl wore 
@ green silk waist, which just below the 
armpits joine@ a very full skirt of red. 
Her head was ornamented with two very 
lurge rolls of hair, which, aecording to 
custom, were borrowed for the occasion. 
We were informed that the wedding 
clothes are often rented and that even 
the goose which in the wedding ceremony 
the wife presents to the husband ag @ 
symbol of constancy obtained in the 
same way. As in this case, the Christian 
ceremony was used, the couple did not 
pledge themselves according to the native 
practice by saying: ‘Black the hair 
that now crowns our heads, yet when it 
has become as white as the fibers of the 
onion root, we shall still be found faithful] 
to each other.’ 
Christian Koreans a man allowed to 
take @ concubine into his heme whenever 
he is able to- Support’ one, the pledge 
would seem to be a mere formality on ‘his 
part 

Seoul, the capital and largest city,.ts 
surrounded by a substantial wall and en- 
entered by gates which until recently 
were shut at night, even though the city 
long ago outgrew the walls. These ga°2s 
remind one of the gates described in the 
Bible, and. they. are not lacking in. the 
beggar who finds the gate a convenient 
place to: make his plea to the passerby. 
Aside from two or three: broad thorough- 
fares’ the streets are narrow, crooked 
filthy. The open sewers either 
are filled with refuse matter and 
reek with foul odors. 

There is no general 
tem in Korea. and the percentage of ‘l- 
literacy is naturally large. The mission. 
ary schools are doing an excellent work 
and a few of the young men have been 
sent to China Japan and America. Dur- 
ing recent years there has been quite an 
awakening among young men, and 
they are showing an increasing desire to 
learn about western civilization. So 
great is this interest that a newly or- 
ganized branch of the Young Men’s 
Christian Association at Seoul has a 
membership of over 500, four-fifths of 
whom are not professing Christians but 
are drawn to the institution because it

Promising. Missionary Field.

ever, rather

ism has influenced Korea, 
never gained such qa _ foothold 
country as in China and Japan. 
are no gorgeous temples here, 
500 years (and unti! recently) 
priests were not allowed within the 
walls of Seoul. There are missionary 
stations throughout the country, and at 
Peng Yang there Is a native congrega- 
tion of 1,500. At Seoul, a modern hos- 
pital, built with money given by Mr. 
of Cieveland~.0O., has been 
opened Dr. Avison, where, besides 
the care of the sick, medical training is 
furnished to natives who desire to fit 
themseives for this profession. I was as- 
sured by Dr. Avison and by missionaries 
residing here that young Koreans, both 
men and women, learn quickly and are 
faithful assistants. The medical n 
sionary, being in an_ excellent position 
show nis Christian spirit by helpful 
service, is doing much to ald in the prop. 
of our religion in the Orient. 
In this connection, I might aud that Dr. 
Allent went to Korea a medical mis- 
sionary and became the emperor’s physi- 
cian. This intimate relation gave our 
country a 00d standine Tiere when. the 
became the American 
minister.

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BLOODED HORSES AND CATTLE 
RAISED IN BRITISH NORTHWEST 
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ALGARY, ALBERTA, February 


26.— (Special Correspondence.)— 
Calary is the capital of the cow- 


boy country of the wild Canadian. west. | 


What was once known as the Great 
American desert extends from Montana 
north into Canada. It comprises a re- 
gon Tiore than twice as large as Ohio, 
running from. the Rocky mountains east- 
ward, devoted to grazing. The land 
though semi-arid is covered with the 
richest of grasses, and it is now support- 
ing hundreds of thousands of cattle, 
horses, sheep and hogs. According to 
the Jast census there were a million cat- 
tle in Manitoba and the northwest, a 
little more than a third that many horses, 
and about four hundred thousand hogs 
and sheep. Large herds are now brought 
from Texas here to be fed, and more 
than forty thousand beeves were shipped 
on the hoof last year from Calgary to 
England. Just north of this region there 
ds a dairy country where they are ®s- 
tablishing creameries with government 
assistance, and where they expect to raise 
butter and cheese for British Columbia 
and the Orient. 
The Great Canadian Range. 

These stockmen claim to have more 
grazing lands than we have, I have trav- 
eled for hundreds of miles east and north 
of Calgary through a rich prairie coun-: 
try covered with grass, and I am told 
such jands run south to the United States 
line. The Canadians say that their pos- 
sible ranching area is bigger thay Yexas, 
and some describe it as equal six 
states as large as Pennsylvania.

I understand that the ranches 
are being cut up into farms.’’ 

“Yes, that will be the case with ranch- 
ing pure and simple, although stock 
raising will increase.

on the farms the same land will sup- 
port ten, We have now about 150,- 
000 cattle in this vicinity. We shall 
eventually have’ 1,500,000.”’ 


Wheat Fed Beef. 


“But what kind of feed can you raise 
for fattening stock? You are too far 
north for corn.’ 

“We don’t expect td raise corn. We 
have wheat, oats and barley. Much of 
tue best meat is now made of wheat. 
The screenings and rough wheat are 
saved for feed and the cattle graze on 
the stubble. When wheat is low, it is 
more profitable to feed it than sell it. 
I know a man who recently tried the ex- 
periment of fattening hogs with wheat, 
He had sixteen and he fed them on wheat 
that cost 70 cents a bushel. The hogs 
fattened so easily that his wheat, turned 
into pork,. netted him $1.25 a bushel. 
Wheat at 60 cents a bushel will bring 
far more in pork or beef than at the 
elevator. 

“Barley is another feed that makes 
good pork,” continued Mr. Burns. “It 
grows well in Canada, and it will to a 
large extent take the place that corn does 
in the United States. Our barley-fed hogs 
will bring several cents more per pound 
than your corn-fed hogs. I expect to see 
a barley-pork packing center grow up 
here.,’’ 

American Meat in Caniada. 
“Does Canada buy much of our meat?” 
“Yes, we get most of our pork from 

Chicago, and we are also buying veal to 
fill out our shipments to England. All 
your meat that comes here pays a tariff 
of 2 cents a pound, but even at that your 
packing arrangements are on such a vast 
scale that you have so far been able to 
undersell us. We are aiso importing 
poultry into eastern Canada from the 
United States. I brought in twenty-five 
carloads of turkeys last Christmas. 
Hventually we will raise these things 


direct to England.’ 
Raising Blooded Horses. 

One of the large stock businesses here 
|is horse raising. I saw thousands of 
| horses feeding on the prairies between 
| here and Medicine Hat, and passed large 
| herds on my way north to Edmonton.

A Visit to a Horse Ranch. 


I drove out over the prairie yesterday 
to the Robinson horse ranch. This is de- 
voted to rearing Clydesdales and Shires 
for the markets of British Columbia and 
eastern Canada. These horses are in 
great demand in the mining regions, some 
of them going as far north as Alaska. 
Leaving Calgary, we drove for several! 
hours Over a rolling prairie covered with 
a thick grass, now cured into hay. It is 
brown on top but green near the roots. 
The horses fed on such grass all the 
year round. They are pastured in the 
midst of the winter, even when the 
ground is covered with snow. They paw 
the snow away with their feet, and as 
the cowboys tell me, come out hog-fat 
in the spring. 

The rancn buildings here consist of a 
dwelling worth perhaps about. $2,000, a 
2arn the size of a country livery stable 
and a number of corrals. The horses live 
on the prairies and the buildings are 
comparatively cheap. The owner of this 
ranch, although he is worth half a mil- 
lion dollars, lives as simply as the ‘or- 
dinary store clerk of one~of our cities. 
His house here is comfortable, but not 
pretentious, and during our call his wife 
apologized for her appearance, Saying 
that she had just come from superin- 
tending the dressing of some hogs which 
had been killed that morning. She chat- 
ted freely abéut her ranch life, saying 
that she prefemed it greatly to that of 
San Francisco, where her girlhood was 
spent.

In due course the matter was reported

‘‘Everyone is asking us if we are g0o- 
ing to put up our prices,"’ said the Lon- 
don manager of the Regal Shoe Company 
when asked to explain why the price of 
leather had advanced almost 25 per cent 
within the last month. ‘“‘The advance in 
price seems to be ‘general all over the 
world—not only in England, but in the 
United States, Australia and Canada, Nat- 
urally, we shall have to advance with the 
rest, unless we are willing to lose our 
margin of profit.”

Tte English 
sofn realized that American goods were 
shoddy—that they did not last any time, 
and then Americans w@re forced to send 
over better goods. A number of agents 
representing shoddy firms first started 
over here, but they have ail faileu. The 
English want a good shoe, and are will- 
ing to pay for it, but they won't pay 
a high price for a poor shoe—as Amer- 
ican dealers first thought they would. 
The American trade in London was al- 
most ruined by this policy—just as the 
bicycle trade was destroyed for Amer- 
ican machines made of scrap iron.

BUT LACKS SOUL 


Fierce Attack on the Gentler 
Sex by Youth of 21

Amazing Career of Otto Weininger, 
Who Killed Himself, After 
Writing a Book in Which 
He Declared ThatWoman 
Is Soulless Creature. 


Special Cable. 

Londan, March 3.—At last an Eng- 
lish translation has been published here 
of Otto Weininger’s famous book. ‘Sex 
and Character’’—which made such a sen- 
sation when published in Vienna two 
years ago--and what !s wanted now is 
a life of Weininger himself, who must 
have been one of the strangest charac- 
ters that ever breathed the breath of 
life. 

For, although the fact is not generally 
known outside Vienna, this book, ‘‘Sex 
and Character,”’ which is, perhaps, the 
bitterest and most analytical attack ever 
made upon woman, was written when its 
author was only twenty-one. Biased. 
exaggerated and mistaken in thesis as 
it undoubtedlv is, the power and erudi- 
tion with which it was written imme- 
diately gained widespread recognition for 
the youthful authormwhereupon Weinin- 
ger promptly committed suicide. appar- 
ently for no better reason than disgust 
at the celebrity which he had so suddenly 
commanded. He died on October 4, 1903, 
in the identical house in Vienna which 
Beethoven used to inhabit.

Born a Jew, Weininger turned Protestant 
and soon became an uncompromising 
Jew-baiter, a Wagner-worshiper and 
Chopin-despiser, as well as a woman-ab- 
horer. 

What turned this extraordinary gifted 
youth against the weaker sex “fs not 
quite clear, but the suspicion is natural 
that before Otto Weininger went and 
steeped himself in the biological know!l- 
edge which he ultimately used in attack- 
ing all womankind, he had met with 
more or less cavalier treatment at the 
hands of some fair tndividual. However 
that may be, there is probably no other 
case on record Of a man so young at- 
tacking one of the most complicated 
problems of life with such an apparent 
fulness of knowledge and such a fury 
of psychological analysis. 

For Weininger’s final conclusion—which 
is that woman hagas no soul at all—is 
based on carefully prepared scientific pre- 
mises; taken, it would appear, from the 
whole range of modern biology, physiol- 
ogy, psychology and philosophy, and 
clothed In a learned phraseology that 
fairly bristles with gonochorisms, idio- 
plasms, arrhenoplasms and chemotaxis! 

According to this Chatterton of psy- 
chology, woman has no memeory, no im- 
tagination, no individuality Whatever. She 
is “too low in the moral scale’ to be 
called a criminal. She can neither love 


nor hate. “Her affection is purely and 
exclusively sexual, and, as a mother, she | 
is as 1itMée worthy of admiration as when 
she sinks to the other extreme of fem- 
ininity.’’ , 
Critics seem to be agreed, however, 
that what prevents Weininger’s passion- 


ately earnest work from being considered 
seriously as a contribution to our un- 
derstanding of woman is the fact, which | 
is made evident On alngost every page, | 
that its author knew nothing of different 
types of womankind. For him there was 
only one tyPe 01 woman—woman. And 
so this misogynist of twenty-one pro- 
ceeded with his pitiless, but futile, anal-

10-CENT 
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SHOULD DOCTORS MUTILATE 
TO PREVENT BURIAL ALIVE? 


Special Cable. 

London, March 3.—While 
is discussing the question whether phy- 
sicians should be empowered to inflict 
painless death on incurables in order to 
terminate their sufferings, here the 
right of medical men to mutilate suppos- 
edly dead persons in order to ensure 
their being really dead before they are 
buried, is engaging public attention. The 
subject has been brought forward 
through the publicity given to the will 
of Miss Louisia Staines, of Ipwisch, 
who left fnstructions that, if it were not 
found possible to cremate her body, the 
main artery of her throat was to be 
severed before her burial. 

Supposing, it has been suggested, that 
the performance ‘of such an operation 
led t othe @scovery that the subject of 
it was not really dead at the time, but 
had been killed by the severing of the 
artery, what would be the position, in 
the eyes of the law, of the medical man 
who performed the operation. 

Guilty of Manslaughter. 

An eminent legal authority to whom 
I submitted the question said: ‘‘It might 
be held and probably would be held, that 
the doctor was guilty of mansiaughter, 
assuming, of course, the proof to be 
conclusive that the person was not dead 
at the time the artery was severed. Un- 
der such circumstances I have  Iiifttle 
doubt that any magistrate before whom 
the matter was brought would commit 
the doctor for trial. But even if a jury 
found that death had resulted from the 
severing of the artery I do not believe 
a judge would inflict more than a nomi- 
nal sentence upon him. Indeed as the 
doctor could plead that he had not acted 
with criminal intention, or criminal dis- 
regard of life, or gross negligence, it 
would not be difficult for the judge to 
find good precedent for his acquittal. It 
would all depend on the extent to which 
the judge took a common sense view of 
the case. But if a doctor who had re- 
ceived such instruction were to ask my 
advice, I should certainly advise him to 
leave the main artery alone—at least 
until he had obtained unmistakable 
evidence, say by decomposition setting 
in, that death had really occurred.” 

A prominent physician told me that it 
was a common thing in medica] practice

for patients to request their medical 
aftengjlants to “make eure’ of their 
death, before permitting them to be 
buried, by some means that would kill , 
them if they were not already dead. | 
“But,” he added, “although to soothe | 
their patients, doctors often promise to | 
do something of the sort, it is seldom | 
that they carry out such promises. 
“I do not know of a single case where | 
it has beem done. I have an elderly pa- | 
tient who now faces death with some: | 
thing like resignation, because she be 
lieves that before she is buried I sha« 
inject some powerful poison into her 
veins. I have no intention whatever o! 
doing it. But I aHow her to think I wil 
do it, because it rids her of the fear 
that there is any possibility of her being 
buried alive. Considering how remote are 
the chances that such a thing will occur— 
at the most liberal estimate I should 
say it is not one in a hundred thousand— 
it is surprising what a number of people 
are haunted by the dread of it. With 
such, statistics are of of no avail, but ti 
a littl discreet lying will soothe their 
jast hours I do not hesitate to employ it. 


But I don’t intend to run any risk of 
being indicted for manslaughter.’’

Dr. Stenson Hooker, medical secretary 
to the Association for the Prevention of 
Premature Burial, ig strongly opposed to 
mutilation as a means of preventing in-

‘There are,’” he added, “several tests 
of a simple and unobjectionable kind 
which ean be applied, such as the elec- 
trical and the burning or ‘blister’ tests. 
But, in some exceptional cases, even 
these may fai] to establish conclusive 
proof of death. In the case especially of 
vigorous young people who apparently 


die suddenly, I hold that the only indis- | 


putable proof that they are actually 
dead are the changes in the body which 
inevitably follow death. Therefore, be- 
fore burial, full time should be allowed 
for such changes to manifest themselves, 
For this purpose we should have ‘waiting 
mortuaries,’ as they have in Frankfort. 
There the bodies are kept under observa- 
tion in warm and we2l-ventilated rooms. 
until convincing demonstration of death 
takes place.”

Descendant of Lord Westmoreland. 

Dr. Westmoreland came from good old 
English ancestry. He has been traced 
as a lineal descendant of Lord Westmore- 
land, Westmoreland county, England, 
from which Westmoreland county, Vir- 
ginia, was named about three ceniuries 
ago. In 1740 three ‘Westmoreland broth- 
ers came to Jamestown, Va. They were 
Robert, William and Thomas. Robert 
settled in Virginia, Willlam in North 
Carolina and Thomas in South Caro- 
lina. Dr. Willis Westmoreland is the 
grandson of Willlam, who settled. in 
North Carolina, one of whose sons came 
to Georgia. He settled !1n what was 
then the extreme western part of the 
State, Fayette county. He came here 
soon after this part of Georgia was 
ceded by the Indians to the state in a 
treaty at Indian Spring in 1821. 

Willis was born in this county June 
1, 1828. He received his education at 
the best country schools and at Fay- 
etteville. Like most farmer boys of that 
age, he alternated between the farm 
and school house until about twenty-five 
years of age. He then commenced the 
study of medicine In Fayette county, near 
the Pike line, under his brother, Dr. 
John ‘Westmoreland, who at that time 
and for forty years afterwards was a 
leading member of his profession both 
in Pike county and Atlanta, to which 
latter place’ he removed in the early 
fifties, 

Graduated of Jefferson Medical Col- 
lege. 

Willis attend lectures first at Augusta 
and next at the Jefferson Medical college 
in Philadelphia, graduating in the latter 
in 1850. In 1t85! he went to Paris, 
where he spent three years, making him- 
self proficient in his favorite department 
—surgery. Returning home he first set- 
tled in his native county in 1854, among 
his old friends and acquaintances. 
Hearing so much about Atlanta and 
her prospects, being naturally endowed 
with ambitious aspirations, he removed 
at once to this place. Here from the 
very first he fully identified himself 
with surgery and led in all its depart- 
ments. Being a hard student, he fully 
kept abreast of all improvements in his 
favorite line throughout the world, He 
at once perceived the lack of a medium 
in uper Georgia through which medical 
men could interchange their ideas. He, 
together with his brother, John G., .es- 
tablished The ‘Atlanta Medical and Sur- 
gicai Journal, which today is one of the 
leading medical publi:ations of the whole 
country. He joined the Georgia Medi- 
eal association, in which he held during 
his life several important positions. 

He was also a member of the Amer- 
ican Medical association. Here on differ- 
ent occasions his prominence in his pro- 
fession was publicly acknowledged. He 
was vice president of this institution in 
1873 and many years thereafter—an hon- 
or accorded to few southern medical men 
before Since that time. For many 
Vvear's was president of the Atlanta 
L\ca2caemy Medicine.

council that these gentlemen asked per- 
mission to commence a series of lectures 
in the old city hall, where the capitol 
now stands, in the fall of 1856. After 
much consultation and song delay, the 
request of these gentlemen was granted, 
upon condition that their lectures would 
not in any way interfere with the holding 
of the courts of the circuit, or any other 
public meeting that the citizens might 
wish to call at that piace. There being 
no other alternative, these medical gen- 
tlemen consented. From this insignificant 
beginning has developed the Atlanta Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons of. to- 
day, . whose ‘prestige is acknowledged 
throughout the whole union. 

When this matter was first presented 
to the city council a special committee 
wassappointed to investigate and report 
upon the feasibility of granting such re- 
quest. A majority of the committee re- 
ported adversely, but when the matter 
finally came y pbefore the council the 
vote cast was a tie. The mayor, Hon. 
William M. Butt, whom all the old citi- 
zens remember as @ great and good old 
man, gave the deciding vote in favor of 
the college, so it may be saig to Judge 
Butt belongs the honor of saving the 
Atlanta Medical college. which is known 


today as the College of Physicians and 
Surgeons of Atlanta, the pride not of 
Atlanta, or Georgia alone, but of the 
whole south.

New plans are to be drawn for the 
Boulevard underpass and, it is probable, 
the bids submitted on the old plans will 
not be opened in council Monday, byt 
will be either held, under seal, subject to 
action of council or returned to the bid- 
ders. 

This course is the one favored by the 
committee on streets, which met yester- 
day afternoon to consider the Boulevard 
crossing. 

The new plans wil! provide for one 
branch of the underpass to begin in 
Decatur street, west of Boulevard, and 
another branch in Boulevard, north of 
Decatur street. On the east side of the 
junction of Bouvelard and Decatur street 
will be steps for pedestrians leading down 
into the. underpass. 

The old plans provided that both 
branches of the underpass should be in 
Decatur street, one east and one west 
of !Boulevard. 

City Engineer Clayton appeared before 
tthe committee with a number of draw- 
ings, among which were provisional out- 
“ines showing a wing of the underpass 
in Boulevard. 

Details of Plan. : 

That wing which wil! lie in Boulevard 
will be 300 to 350 feet long, while. that in 
Decatur street will be 400 to 450 feet 
long. Both of these cuts in the street 
will have surface passages at the present 
street leve] on either side of the under- 
pass. The surface passages at the sides 
will be wide enough for two vehicles to 
squeeze by each other. But, as there will 
be one on either side, there will be littte 
or no occasion for vehicles to pass. 

The cuts into the street which lead to 
the actual underpass of the tracks will 
be !6 or !8 feet wide, ample to allow 
easy passing of vehicles. 

The streets committee adapted a reso- 
lution offered by Councilman Pomeroy.

It was in 
New York city that a group of men and 
women conceived the idea of a home 
for newsies and street waifs. A few 
years later the jdea caught the city of 
New Haven, but in this case a young 
woman, moved by the pitiful sights she 
daily witnessed upon the streets, gath- 
ered a handful of street boys into her 
home, and read to them from books and 
told them stories to keep them off the 
streets when not at work. This kind- 
hearted young lady became the founder 
of one of the largest and most success- 
ful boys’ clubs in the world

Dr. Barnado, the home missionary of 
England, insteaq of going to foreign 
flelds to labor, remaineq at home and 
worked among the children of the slums, 
By doing so he did a greater work than 
he ever could have accomplished in for- 
eign countries, ang made a name as one 
of the great men of the age.

| DISFRANCHISEMENT AND REAPPORTIONMENT. 


Again a congress strongly republican in both its branches and 
backed by a republican administration holds over the south the menace of 
reduced. congressional representation on account of the alleged disfran- 
chisement of the negro. 

In the last congress it was Crumpacker, of Indiana, who introduced 4 
bill to reapportion the southern states’ representation in congress on the 
basis of the actual voting population, and in the present congress the 
champion of the same movement is Keifer, of Ohio, at one time speaker of 
the house and very radical in his republicanism. 

The Keifer reapportionment bill would reduce the number of southern 
congressmen as follows: 
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ndictive measure aimed at-a whole section for 
partisan reasons should at least show a little consistency ahd familiarity 
with political conditions in the several states that he seeks to partially 
disftranchise in congress. 

Several of the states he has enumerated do not disfranchise the negro 
because he is a negro, in contravention of the amendments to the federal 
constitution. In this connection The Jacksonville Times-Union says perti- 
nently: 


We do net know how many of these states have laws disfranchising negroes 
or discriminating egainst them in matters of suffrage. We know that neither 
#torida nor Georgia has such laws, and yet this bill proposes to take one repre- 
sentative from Florida and five from Georgia. Why? We can see no reason, 
except that they are southern states. 


Speaking for Georgia, this state has been able to securely maintain 
white-supremacy in its local governmental affairs ever since the iniqui 
tous days of reconstruction without resorting to unconstitutional subter- 
fuges at which, evidently, the Keifer bill is aimed. This bill. and the un- 
doubted strong sentiment behind it in the north, was inspired by the 
“grandfather clause” proviso of North Carolina and a few other southern 
states that recently amended their constitutions with the special view of 


tional qualification for suffrage is not called into question—many north- 
ern: states have similar suffrage laws—but the palpable. discrimination 
against the negro lies in the attempt to exempt the illiterate white man 
man from its exactions as to literacy. Georgia has never attempted such 
discrimination against the negro in her election laws, and the attempt at 
this late day to make her an object for federal intervention by foisting 
upon her suffrage system an educational qualification and a grandfather 
Clause is a contract that the Smith-Watson combine will find is fore 
doomed to failure. They cannot deliver the goods. 

Even Crumpacker himself, after examining the election laws of Geor- 
gia, pronounced them “constitution-proof,” so far as discrimination against 
the negro voter was concerned. 

Georgia is under obligations to the prophetic statesmanship of Robert 
foombs for the rare security she enjoys among southern states in her 
present election laws. For thirty years they have stood every possible 
test, demonstrating under ithe most trying political conditions their abil- 
ity to maintain white democratic supremacy. 

It matters not what states Mr. Keifer has in his proscription list, 
Georgia is certain to be amended out of it if his bill were by any 
possibility enacted into law. If the purpose is to test a constitutionality 
of the grandfather clause in this manner, Georgia will rest secure 
ini the knowledge that the negro has been eliminated as a materia] factor 
in her suffrage without any such questionable expedient. She is not afraid 
of any amount of federal scrutiny. 

And, whatever the result of the Crumpacker-Keifer agitation, Georgia 
will continue to hold to this comfortable consciousness.

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“MEN WHO MADE ATLANTA.” 


If it were possible for the disembodied spirit of William Tecumseh 
Sherman to trail again the path followed by his army of desolation, his 
second journey through the south would be one of surprises and -en- 
counters even more dramatic than those which marked his progress as a 


wreckage, is now obliterated by fruitful and smiling farms; where once the 
smoke of his cannon obscured the sun, there rises now the smoke of many 
factories; railroads criss-cross in the bewildering traffic of a new country, 
villages and towns have sprung up on the sites of his campfires and battle 
fields; everywhere the genius of development, of wealth, of aggression re- 
places the almost wholly agricultural civilization of that former era. 

The spirit of Sherman, on this imaginary invasion, would reach the 
climax of the metamorphosis on the arrival in Atlanta. His devastating 
host jeft a conglomeration of ruins and about 400 riddled dwellings and 
churches on the site of the city. Standing on the Whitehall street viaduct 
today, he would be unable to recognize the district his army swept with 
flame and grapeshot. Tall skyscrapers occupy the location of hospitals and 
whilom barracks; department stores of majestic mien tower high where 
once stood ancient warehouses, “general stores” or rambling commissariats; 
palatial hotels rise in place of hostelries more famed for their hospitality

The “‘Protectory” Idea. 

Many of the Atlanta churches will 
discuss tonight the proposal to estab- 
lish in the south a juvenile reformato, 
ry of broad scope capable of accom- 
modating 1,000 inmates. 

Rev. Crawford Jackson, who is in 
charge of the local movement, reports 
that the plan has met with enthusias- 
tic support wherever it has been out- 
lined, and he does not anticipate great 
difficulty in raising the funds neces 
essary to inaugurate the system. The 
latter is based on the assumption that 
even the wise provisions now in exis 
tence in several southern states are in- 
adequate in the reclamation of juve- 
nile criminals or innocent childrren 
with wayward tendencies.

The New Element in China. 

Tourists and business men return- 
ing from -the Orient shed much light 
on the causes back of the present agi- 
tation in China. In the majority of 
instances, they concur in the opinion 
that the upheaval against foreigners 
is more than transient in its nature 
and that unless existing conditions 
become radically altered it may be 
expected to assume wide proportions. 

A significant feature of their state- 
ments and of many of the cable ad- 
vices received from Peking is the man 
ner in which the awakening of the 
Chinese press is so graphically de- 
scribed. An interview credited to W. 
S. Allen, Canton agent for an Ameri- 
can flouring concern, who has just re- 
turned to this country, summarizes 
these expressions. “The principal ele- 
ment in the agitation over there is the 
newspaper agitation,’ he is quoted as 
saying. “The Chinese newspapers have 
progressed wonderfully. They are at 
last alive to the general situation of 
affairs throughout the world and they 
are becoming a powerful weapon, [t 
has been charged that they are being 
controlled by the Japanese, but I have 
no evidence of it. The whole 
movement seems to me a Chinese up- 


| heaval, national in scope.” 


There have been reliable indications 
for the last five years that the news- 
papers throughout the Chinese em- 
pire were playing a vital role in the 
creation of sentiment inimical to for- 
eign interests; that is to say, the fo- 
calization of such sentiment, for the 
very good reason that it has heen in 
more or less apparent existence for a 
great Many years. We have been in 
clined, in this country, to take the 
Chinese press as more or less of a 
joke, andy its influence, outside the 
large cities, as negligible. If the obser- 
vations of Mr. Allen and other trust- 
worthy tourists are accurate, it ap 
pears we have been sadly mistaken. 

They have, moreover, the best pos- 
indorsement for their views. It is im- 
possible to conceive any reason other 
than newspaper publicity for the 
widespread nature of the present ag. 
itation. Resentment and protest is not 
confined to any one section of the na- 
tion, but appears to come in a steadi-. 
ly increasing volume from: the eight- 
een provinces. If we have previously 
relied upon a lack of national spirit 
in China to forestall serious and pro- 
tracted outbreaks, it seems that the 
lack is now being rapidly supplied in 
the most effective manner. We have 
had iHustrations in the United States, 
as well as evéry other nation of ad- 
vanced civilization, of the potency of 
the press in reflecting and awakening 
public opinion along any line it chose 
to prosecute. If, now, this same ele- 
ment is to be injected into the Chi- 
nese equation in the ratio we have 
been led to believe, something more 
than diplomatic soft soap or the parad 
ing of a few thousand soldiers will be 
required to appease our slant-eyed ori-

“PINCHING” NOT INTENDED 


IN RURAL ROUTE SERVICE 


By Jos: Ohl. 


ASHINGTON, Maroh 3.—(Spe- 
W cial.)}—It is claimed by the offi- 
: clals of the postoffice depart- 
ment that there is not to bé any “‘pinch- 
ing’’ of rural delivery service or reduc- 
tion of salaries of rural letter carriers 
is evident. 

It was learned at the postoffice de- 
partment today.that under the so-called 
“new” rural policy of the department, 
out of a total of 34,938 routes installed 
up to February |, but 27 had been dis- 
continued, namely: In Alabama, 2; In- 
diana, 2: Kansas, 10; Kentucky. 2; 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Michigan, Mis- 
sissippi, New York, North Dakota, Penn- 


| Sylvania, Tennessee and Texas one each, 
| and Wisconsin, 2. These discontinuances 


were mostly due to readjustments in 
order to complete service in counties. In 
the case of Kansas, for instance, ten 
routes were saved by a careful readjust- 
ment of service which in no was 4dis- 
commoded the patrons. These readjust- 
ments are essential to completion of ser- 
vice in counties, and as the work of in- 
spection in this direction proceeds the 
establishment of county service must 
necessarily involve an Increase or a de- 
crease in the number of routes. In a 
majority of cases an increase is neces- 
sary, as is shown by the very small 
number of discontinuances. Of the 7,490 
routes established during the last fiscal 
year 1,774 routes were installed incident 
to the inauguration. of complete service 
in 134 counties, which, compared with 
the 27 routes discontinued since July 
last, proves conclusively the attitude of 
the department on the general subject 
of installation. 

Where investigation is made with a 
view to completing rural service in a 
county—known as “county § service’—a 
careful and thorough inspection of exist- 
ing routes is first made for the purpose 
of arranging and extending them so as 
to serve additional territory and remedy 
any unsatisfactory conditiong found .t0 
exist, and report is made as to the ad- 
visability of further extending rural de- 
livery te unserved territory based upon 
conditions found to exist on routes in 
operation. Complete service by counties, 
however, does not mean solid rural de- 
livery for a county regardless of condi- 
tions, but an extension of service to such 


territory and under such conditions as 
make it justifiable. 

Additional routes in a locality where 
conditions on existing rouies are unsat- 
isfactory are not established until the 
department ‘s fully satisfied that the 
unserved territory cannot be reached by 
rearrangement of existing routes looking 
to their improvement, or that the adverse 
conditions on routes in operation will 
not apply to proposed new routes. 

In the matter of rural carriers’ pay 
it ean be authoritatively stated that 
there is no disposition on the part of the 
department to cut exisiing rates. On 
the contrary, the department has strong- 
lv recommended the advisability of con- 
gréssienal consideration of the subject 
looking to more adequate compensation. 
Under the existing law the rates of pay 
for rural carriers are graded as fol- 
lows:

In the recent readjustments to com- 
plete county service the number of routes 
reduced in mileage has exceeded the 
number increased, and many routes yary- 
ing in length from 20 to 23 miles have 
been established, the lengthening of 
routes in such instances not being prac- 
ticable. These conditions have resulted 
in lowering the average pay of the car- 
rier somewhat. 

Until the service is completed through- 
out the country the average of carriers’ 
salaries, based upon the present legal 
allowance, will naturally fluctuate from 
time to time as routes are increased or 
decreased in length.

IMPORTANT AMENDMENTS 


ARE INTROD 


UCED BY CLAY

ASHINGTON, March 3.—(Special.) 
W Senator Clay has introduced 
two important measures which 
he will prapose to the railroad rate bill 
when that measure comes before the 
senate for consideration. One of these 
provides that ‘The defense in al! pro- 
ceedings under the provisions of this act, 
either in behalf of the commission or the 
shipper, shall be undertaken by the 
United- States district attorney for the 
district wherein the -action is brought, 
umder the direction of the attorney gen- 
eral of the United States, and the cost 
and expenses of such defense shall be 
paid out of the appropriation for the ex- 
wenses Of the courts of the United 
States.” 

‘tthe other amendment is in the’ nature 
of a new section intended to make it 
unlawful for common carriers to engage 
in any other business or to have @n in- 
terest in any coal lands or oil lands. 


The Clay Coal Amendment. 


This is a very important amendment, 
and there is every reason to believe that 
it will be ingrafted upon the Dill. This 
amendment reads as follows: 

“It shall be unlawful for any common 
carrier subject to the interstate com- 
merce act to engages directly or indi- 
in the business of buying and 
selling coal or coke, oil, or oil properties, 
or to promise, pledge or lend its credit, 
money, or other property or thing of 
value to another, either natural Or cor- 
porate, engaged in such business. Tt 
shall be unlawful for such common c¢ar- 
riers engaged in interstate and foreign 
commerce to in any manner own, con- 
trol or have any interest in coal lands 
or properties, or oil lands or properties.

the carrier companies aforesaid or any 
of them, or any person or persons 
charged with the duty of distributing 
cars or furnishing facilities to shippers 
either directly or indirectly to engage 
in the business of buying and selling ‘he 
properties described in this section. if 
| Shall be unlawful! for any common car- 
rier herein defined. eithef directly or in- 
directly, to monopolize or attempt to mo- 
nopolize any part of the trade or com- 
merece in coal] or oll. or traffic therein 
among the several states, or with foreign 
nations, or to limit or attempt to lim't, 
control, or attempt to control, directly 
or indirectly, the output of coal mines 
or the price of coal and oi] flelds or the 
price of oil. 

“Said carriers herein described shal! 
not discriminate against shippers or par- 
ties wishing to become shippers over 
their several lines either in the matter 
of the distribution of cars or in furnish- 
ing facilities or instrumentalities con- 
nected with receiving, forwarding, or 
carrying coal or oil as aforesaid. Pro- 
vided. nothing therein shall prevent such 
carriers ‘from purchasing such articles 
for their own consumption. 

“Any railroad. corporation or officer or 
agent thereof who knowingly and wilfully 
violates any of the provisions of this 
act shall for each and every such Of- 
fense be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction shall be if{mprisonéed In 
the penitentiary for a term not less than 
one year or more than three years. 
Every violation of this section shall be 
prosecuted in any court of the Unite? 
States having jurisdiction of crimes with- 
in the district in which such violation 
was conmnitted or through which the 
transportation may have been con- 
ducted; and whenever the offense is he- 
gun in one jurisdiction and completed 
in another jt may be dealt with, inquired 
of. tried, determined and punished in 
either jurisdiction in the same manner 
as if the offense had been actually and 
wholly committed therein.”

Within ten minutes of the 
spening, however, a sagging tendency set 
in which continued with only temporary 
interruptions up to the closing of the 
two-hour session, when prices weseat the 
lowest and still declining, losses having 
been quite generally substituted gor the 
earlier gains. The littie Spurt at the 
opening was caused by the decision of 
the secretary of the treasury to deposit 
610,000,000 at the great banking centers 
to offset the effect of the heavy pay- 
ments to the government on account ‘of 
the 5 per cent bank redemption fund 
last week incident to the expiration of 
the currency redemption pefod on old 
bank charters which were renewed in 
large number three years ago. The jater 
action of the market was based to some 
extent on the conclusion that the amount 
of relief thus promised for, the money 
market woulg have little effect on inter- 
est rate. There was a suggestive ad- 
vance in foreign exchange rates today, 
following the secretary’s announcement, 
which raised the question as to how far 
@ resort to foreign banking fadilities 
might be precluded by the offerings of 
additional supply here. The bank state- 
ment proved equally inadequate to check 
the sagging tendency of the market, al- 
though the contraction of loans and the 
consequent reduction af deposits and of 
the reserve requirement served to pro- 
tect the surplus of the banks from any 
but a nominal inroad by the week’s with- 
drawals of cash. These pteved about’ 
what was expected, ani as some of the 
heaviest shipmeiuts to the interior were 
made on Thursday and Friday, the effect 
om the daily averages may be ex pected 
to be thrown over into next week's 
bank statement. The subtreasury had a 
credit balance at the clearing house to- 
day, indicating a continuance of the ab- 
sorption from the money market to the 
government. The comparatively favor- 
able bank statement indicated that the 
conservation of the surplus reserves was 
dependent on the loan contraction. With 
the tehdency still running: against the 
cash reserves of the banks and the 
prospect of a further withdrawal of 
credits to keep pace with the shrinkage 
in reserve, speculative sentiment was 
disinclined :to venture on new committ- 
ments in the stock market. The later 
pressure on the market centered princi- 
pally on Amalgamated Copper, as was 
the case yesterday.

Comment on Bank Statement. 


New York. March .3.—The New York 
Financier says this week: 

“Tast week's official statement of the 
New York associated banks was by no 
meana s6 unfavorable as was exepected 
wonld be the case from the estimate of 
cash losses which were based upon the 
traceable movements of money during 
the week. Such estimates indicated a 
decrease of 2% to 5 !-3 millfons. whereas 
- the officially reported loss was $3,306,400, 

This would seem to show that the 
banks in sorae way reinforced their cash 
resources, ‘for the loss caused by sub- 
treasyry operations alone was computed 
at neatly $6.000000. The deposits de- 
creased $12,735,700, which amount ifs 
about one million greater than the snm 
of the contraction in loans,’ plus the loss 
of cash; therefore the statement dfd not 
prove. The required reserve against gen- 
eral deposits was reduced $3,188,425, de- 
ducting which from the loss of each, left 
$116.975 as the reduction in surplus re- 
serve to $5.008,750. It is noteworthy 
that since February [0 the surplus each 
week has shown comparatively small re- 
ductions, the total decrease in the ‘n- 
terval. including the present week, be- 
ing $934,824.

London, March 3.—Operators on _ the

He said 
that congress would not wait for the 
committee if it insisted on prolonging 
the examination of witnesses, and that 
if the committee hopeq to get a bill 
passed it should begin at once to take 
consideratl to such a measure. 

He mad@ it clear, however, that he 
made no objection to the examination 
of Mr. Cromwell or Mr. Markel or any 
other witnesses after the type of cana! 

Nearly all of the 
senators present expressed views similar 
fo those of Mr. Kittredge. Mr. Morgan, 
who arrived later, agreed to the SusgKEeSs- 
tion that the further examination of wit- 
nesses be postponed.

$5,000 to the relief fund. 

Governor Aiding Rescuers. 

Govérnor Vardaman at noon secured a 
especial train, and loading it with von- 
victs from the Rankin county farm, dls- 
patched it at once to Meridian. The 
city now enjoys the unique spectacle of 
state convicts aiding in the rescue work. 

Hiunter George, president of the board 
of trade. was made chairman of the gen- 
eral relief committee, and J. W. VLonovan 
was elected secretary. Business is prac- 
tically suspended and every oaltizen Is 
giving his pest effort towards glleviating 
the suffering of many poor people. 

The tornado, which played such fright- 
ful havoc. appeared in the southwest at 
6:27 o’clock last evening. A low, funnell- 
shaped cloud was seen to form near the 
city.

John’s Brother Wants His 
Earnings 


Declares Brokers Who Gambled in 
Stocks for Him Kept Proceeds 
of the Game for Them- 
selves—Hie Demands 
Half a Million.

New York. March 3.—Frank Rocke- 
feller, brother of John D, Rockefeller, be- 
gan a suit in the supreme court today 
against various individuals and brokerage 
firms in this city and Cleveland. Mr. 
Rockefeller, who lives in Ohio, ts seek- 
ing to recover $500,000. 

The suit is the outcome of stock trans- 
actions with Leland W. Prior, who oom- 
mitted suicide in Cleveland on January 
9. Mr. Prior's brokerage firm, Denison, 
Prior & Co., suspended operations aftsr 
Prior killed himself, and is now in the 
hands of a receiver. 

It appears from Mr. Rockefeller’s com. 
plain that the is anxioug to hold the co-:- 
respondents of Denison. Prior & Co. re- 
sponsible for money lost through deal- 
ings with Prior. The New York cor- 
respondents were C. I. Hudson & Co., of 
36 Wall street, and DB. & C. Randolph 
& Co., If Broadway. Both these firms 
are named as defendants. 

At the. time that Prior committed suij- 
cide, Mr. Rockefeller was dealing heavily 
in the stock of the Republic Iron and 
Steel Company. He had on deposit with 
the Prior firm and its auxiliaries large 
blocks of the stock, but it was in the 
name of Prior, as it had not been pzsid 
for, he says, and simply was held for 
him. _The stock certificates had been 
issued in :Prior’s name. 

As soon as he learned of Prior’s sulciide, 
the day after Prior killed himself in the 
Hollenden hotel in Cleveland, Mr. Rocke- 
feller said he telegraphed to the Hudson 
and Randolphs firms. and also to the 
brokerage firm of T. A. McIntyre & Co., 
of 71 Broadway, to close out al! his 
deals, and all the stock they held in 
trust for him. He now declares that 
they carried out his instructions and real- 
ized sums by the sales; in fact. much 
more than had been advanced on the 
stock in the course of the purchase of 
the same. 

Mr. Rowkefeller sues to recover the 
money realized over and aboye what was 
due the brokers. 

The receiver of the Prior finm, Thomas 
Bushnell, is also named as a defendant 
in Mr. Rockefeller’s suit. He also named 
other persons who he says have laid 
claim to some of the money due him.

The extract which you quote does not 
punport to be my exact language. That 
you may have a full understanding vf 
what I said, I quote the following from 
my Tiften speech, which was published 
by The Journal in my exact language: 

“The two great obstacles which impede 
legisiation and executive administration 
in the interest of the masses of the peo- 
ple can be named. If these two evils 
can be brought to an end, the worst ene- 
mies of pure democracy will be routed. 
They are: 

“First: The contribution by great cor- 
porations and organized interests to 0o- 
litical campaign funds. 

“Second: The purchase by great cor- 
porations of the political influence of 
skillful politicians whose business it is 
to accomplish results, not by open argu- 
ments, but by secret pull. 

“T attack these two agencies of evil in 
no spirit of personal! criticism, but as 
great civic wrongs, which the people 
shoulé properly comprehend and egainst 
which they should be protected. 

‘The testimony recently taken before 
the investigating committee appointed ‘uy 
the legislature of the state of New York 
furnishes the public with information 
which gives proof of the evils that I am 
condemning. The three companies were 
the Mutual Life, the New York Life and 
the Equitable Life insurance companies 
of New York city. The officers of these 
companies admitted that they contrip- 
uted thousands of doliars to the cam- 
paign fund of the republican party. Tne 
fund was not contributed because the 
officers were republicans—some of them 
calimea@ to be democrats. This made no 
difference; they were spending their 
money in politics to control national] af- 
fairs in the interest of their companies 
rather than in the interest of the people 
enerally.

Harvey, of the New Orleans and Nortn- 
western, was @ passenger for Meridian 
on an early morning train over his road 
which was sent out as usual. The North- 
western offices have been unable to ob- 
tain any information as to the extent 
of the disaster at Meridian, so far as 
their own losses are concerned, and Mr. 
Harvey started today to inspect the sit- 
uation and assist in the prompt rehabili- 
tation of the property of the road. Su- 
perintendent D. W. Curran preceded him 
in a special train, which left here shortly 
after midnight, ‘but early during the 
forenoon no advices had been received 
that the train had succeeded in getting 
through to the stricken city. The regular 
eastern train, due this mornine did not 
errive, and was probably held up by 
the wreckage at Meridian. Both the 
Western Union and Postal wires leading 
qn this direction are still prostrated, The 
Postal began to work one wire early to- 
day, but it has been in service only in- 
termiitently.

RARE BOOK TO ROOSEVELT 


BOOK now out of print, a. volume 
A of rare interest concerning the war 

between the states, reached Presi. 
dent Roosevelt yesterday afternoon from 
Captain James W. English, of Atlanta. 
The book. which is handsomely bound with 
the names of the giver and of the recipi- 
ent embossed upon the upper back of the 
cover, is “Paroles of the Army of North- 
ern Virginia at Appomattox Court 


House, April 9, 1865.” 

When General Lee gave up the strug- 
gle on the historic grounds about that 
old Virginia county court house one of 
the stipulations in the surrender agree- 
mént was that two copies of the muster 
rolls should be made, one to be deliv- 
ered to General Grant, the other to de 
retained by Genera} Lee. The rolls when 
completed included every soldier who 
was then with the army of northern Vir- 
ginia, each of whom complied with thi 
terms of the agreement made between 
their leader and General Grant. One copy 
of these rolls was given into General 
Grant’s hands, by whom they were sub- 
sequently sent to the secretary of war 
at Washington to becume a part of the 
archives of the federal government, The 
other copy remained with General Lee 
until it was transferred to the Southern 
Historical Society with headquarters at 
Richmond, where it yet remains, a part 
of the archives of that association. 

A few years ago a Jimiteq number .of 
copies of these muster rollsswere put 
into book form and some of them found 
their way to Atlanta, Dr. R. B. Ridley 
ang Captain English being among the 
Atlantans who were fortunate enough to 
secure a copy. Both Atlantans had Deen 
among the soldiers of the Confederacy. 

Captain English recently came _ into 
possession of another copy of the book. 
This he had bound by one of the best 
hinders in Atlanta, the work being ex- 
quisttely done. Friday it was started 
on its journey to the white house, a 
present to Theodore Roosevelt, the citi- 
zen; not to Theodore Roosevelt, the 
president.

surrendered at Appomattox is between 
the covers of that book, Preceding the 
rolls in the shape of an introductory 
chapter appears the correspondence be- 
tween General Grant and General Lee 
immediately preceding the surrender 
and a recital of the circumstances and 
conditions as then existing. It was on 
the night of April 7, !865, that General 
Grant opened that memorable and his- 
torical correspondence with General Lee 
and when the first letter came to the 
Gonfederate fnont under a flag of truce 
Captain English was in charge of the 
outpost at that point. The federal of- 
ficer was received by Captain English, 
to whom he stated that he had a letter 
for General Lee from General Grant 
Captain English at once dispatched a 
eourier for his immediate superior and, 
pending the arrival of the adjutant gen- 
eral of the Sorrell brigade for whom he 
had sent, conversed with the soldier in 
blue. Within a few minutes the adjut- 
ant general appeared and to him the 
letter was handed. 

That letter was the one in which Gen- 
eral Grant suggested to General Lee 
the surrender of the Confederate army 
under his command, and while it was be- 
ing taken to General Lee’s headquar. 
ters, Captain English and the federal of- 
ficer remained together conversing 
Pleasantly. During the talk the federal 
officer said to Captain English: 

"Have you any idea as to the contents 
of that letter from General Grant to 
General Lee?” 

“Not the slightest,’ replied Captain 
English, though he knew full well Gen- 
eral Lee's desperate condition. 

“Well, General Grant in that letter,’’ 
remarked the staff officer, “has suggest- 
ed. to General Lee the adVisability of a 
surrender of the army of northern Vir- 
ginia.”’ 

That declaration was 
prise to Captain English, 
on his best smile, he said: 

“Surrender! Lee, surrender! I expect 
General Grant would be employing his 
time to better advantage by guarding 
his flanks against Lee’s army.’’

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OLD GRANT HOME IS SOLD; 


SITE WILL BE SUBDIVIDED 


HE fine 01d ante-bellum home which 
- was built by Colonel L, P. Grant 

nearly sixty years ago was sold 
yesterday, and with it the entire Square 
upon which it stands, to the Empire 
State Investment Company, for $!6,000 
cash. 

J. T. Moody, president of the company, 
states that he will expend $75,000 in im- 
provements upon the property, erecting 
a number of fine homes. 

The old home will not be disturbed. It 
will be allowed to stand where it has 
braved the storms of over a half a cen- 
tury. It will face upon a new street, 
which will be opened through the block, 
and it will be given a large front and 
eack yard. 

The old Grant home, as it is called, in 
contradiction to the other and later 
Grant homes in the same neighborhood 
and on Hill street, occupies a whole 
square, bounded by Grant street, Orleans 
street, Sydney street and Broyles street. 
It is surrounded by stately old oaks, 
and stands upon an elevation which over- 
looks the entire city. 

It is one of the most historic of the old 
ante-bellum houses in Atlanta. It was 
built by Colonel L. P. Grant in 1849, 
and is made of rock and granite, with 
an outer coating of cement. Three years 
were required to build it. 

The site of the old Grant home is with- 
in three blocks of Grant park. At one 
time Colonel Grant owned hundreds of 
acres in that section of the city, and he 


set aside and donated to Atlanta the land 
for the park. In the park and within a 
few feet of Cherokee avenue is a spring 
called “Grant Spring,” which was once 
used by the Grant family before and aft- 
er the war. A winding path led from the 
spring to the old home. 

During the latter part of the civil war 
the old Grant home was used as a con- 
federate hospital. It escaped the torch 
of the invaders, because it could not be 
easily burned. 

In later years John A. Grant, son of 
Coionel L, P. Grant, Duilt a home on 
Hill street, a block from the old home. 
Colonel Grant bought this place at the 
time of his second marriage and lived 
there until his death. It is still the home 
of his widow. 

After Colonel Grant’s death the estate 
was divided and the old Grant hgntfe fell 
to the heirs of L. P. Grant, Jr., Bryant 
and Lawrence Grant, by whom it was 
sold yesterday. 


Mr. Moody stated iast night the prop-: 


erty would be subdivided into twenty-six 
lots, averaging about 45 by 130 feet. A 
street will be opened in the middle of the 
block from Grant to Broyles street. The 
company will at onca degin the erection 
of a number of fine houses, to cost from 
$1,800 to $2,500 each,

This case is of particular importance 
at this time, both because it illustrates 
@o fully the activity of the commission 
@nd because it emphasizes the necessity 
of congress legislating to prevent rail- 
roads, possessing all the rights of com- 
mon carrier and the responsibilities at- 
taching thereto, from owning, directly 
or thdirectly, coal or oil properties or 
Other similar properties whose products 
@ome in competition with those of indi- 
viduals or corporations entitled to the 
@ame consideration from these common 
carriers that they give their own in- 
terests. 

Senator Clay has introduced an amend- 
ment to the Hepburn bill aimed to cor- 
rect this evil, and simuar propositions 
have been prepared By other senators. 
There is. a atrong probability of some 
euch provision being inconporated in the 
pending bill. Even men like Senator El- 
kins and others opposed to certain feat- 
ures of the pending legislation will vote 
for some proposition upon the lines of 
the Clay amendment. 

The C. and 0. Case. 

In view of the great interest in this 
question a review of the principles un- 
derlying the G@ecision of the supreme 
court in the Chesapeake and Ohio case 
will be timely. This decision is the out- 
come of an investigation conducted by 
a southern democratic member of the 
commission, Hon. Judson C. Clements, 
of Georgia, universally recognized as one 
of the ablest membéfs of that body. 

This was the first case begun by the 
commission under what is known as the 
Elkins anti-rebate act of 1903. The rec- 
ord shows that on June 30, 1903, Wil- 
liam C. Bullitt filed an affidavit with 
the commission setting forth the alleged 
illegal contract and practices of the Cnes- 
apeake and Ohio. The commission im- 
mediately issued an order for an inves- 
tigation, and upon July 3 began taking 
testimony. On the 6th the commission, 
in consideration of the testimony taken, 
entered an order expressing its belief 
that the testimony showed violations ol 
the law in unjust discriminations and 
practices equivalent to the allowance of 
rebates on coal and directing that the 
record be transmiited to the attorney 
general with the request that suitable 
proceedings be instituted in court for 
the enforcement of the law against these 
condemned practices. 

This order reached the attorney 
eral on the 7th of July. By July 
a petition had been prepared and 
in court and a temporary restraining or- 
der issued against the defendants, en- 
joining them from the further execu- 
tion of the contract in question. 

It will be seen, therefore, that Wis...n 
fourteen days of the filing of the affida- 
vit which was the basis of this inquiry, 
the matter had been investigated by the 
commission, turned over to the depart- 
ment of justice and an injunction ob- 
tained. This serves to show the prompt- 
ness which characterized the commis- 
gion’s action. The case was vigorously 
prosecuted by the attorney general, yet 
it was substantially two years and a 
halt before the matier could be finally 
judicially determinei. The restraining 
order was, however, in effect during that 
period.

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The aRilroad Attitude. 


The facts are interesting from another 
point of view. It has been vehemently 
ergued by most of.the railway presidents 
of the country that there is no need 
of any public authority to further con- 
trol the action of the carriers because 
their own pecuniary interests and 
interests of their patrons are mutual, 
and that the success of the roads is 
so dependent upon the prosperity of their 
patrons that the self-interest of the esr. 
riers may De relied upon to protect their 
shippers and guarantee fair treatment. 

While this is their constant contention 
and argument, they also uniformly pro-

It was claimed in argument before the 
court, as well as before the commis- 
Sion, that this contract was entered into 
in good faith and without any intent 
to violate the statue. The same plea 
was made in behalf of the thirty-one 
railroad presidents who signed the joint 
traffiC agreement which was condemned 
by the supreme court as in violation of 
the anti-trust law. So, also, the numer- 
ous rallroad officials who signed the 
trans-Missouri traffic agreement set up 
the plea of innocence of intention, as did 
the parties to the device of the North-~ 
ern Securities Company. 


Can Be No Indirect Rebating. 


It is held by the supreme court in this 
Chesapeake and Ohio case that, not- 
withstanding there is no express federal 
statute against a carrier engaged in in- 
terstate commerce also engaging as @ 
dealer in commodities which it may be 
called upon to transport, it can not law- 
fully become such a dealer if the result 
is directly or indirectly to porduce any 
inequality or discrimination forbiuuen by 
the interstate commerce law. In other 
words, it is held that the rights and 
powegs of such carriers otherwise exist- 
ing must be exercised, if at all, only 
subject to the requirements of the act. 
It is strongly intimated in the opinion 
that it is competent for congress to 
prohibit altogether carriérs from dealing 
in the commodities they carry, even 
though expressly so authorized by their 
charters or by state laws. 

The opinion of the court proceeds wpon 
the broad principie that every right or 
power claimed or exercised by the roads, 
whether under their charters or state 
faiws, or by implication and custom, 
in the 
should be gubordinate to their higher obli- 
gation and duty to respect the com- 
mands and: inhibitions of the statute de- 
signed to sequre equality of treatment 
and opportunity among shippers and to 
break up unjust discrimination in what- 
ever form. they may be clothed. 

“Good Faith’’ Makes No Difference. 

The practical application of this princi- 
ple to this case is a perpetual injunction 
against the further carrying out the 
illegal contract involved and against the 
Chesapeake and Ohio from departing in 
the future from its 
coal. It is also held that, if truq as 
claimed by the defendant roads, that the 
contract involveg in this case was made 
in good faith and without intent to vio- 
late the law, this made no difference, and 
dces not excuse the court from the duty 
of giving full effect to the salaitary pro- 
vision of the statute against discrim- 
inations, and. the court states in effect 
that, upon the facts shown, the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio acted upon what it con- 
ceiveg to be its own interests without 
regard to the economic conceptions and 
principles upon which the law is based. 

It is confidently believed that the an- 
plication of the principles laid down by 
the court in this case to other cases 
will break up many practices having like 
effect, such as the operation of many coal 
roads through the instrumentality of in- 
corporated coal companies, the stock of 
which is controlled by the railroads 
themselves. :

Sefvice 


The Receipts from Thia Source Show 
a Great Increase Over the Show- 
ing Made in Previous Years, 
and Big) Money Is 
Returned. 


Montgomery, Ala., March 3.—(Special.) 
The earnings of the state convict ue- 
partment for the month of February and 
for the first six months of tha fiscal year 
of the department indicate the prosperity 
of that side of the state service, and 
the fact that, while the convicts are 
better housed, fed and cared for than 
ever in the history of the country, they 
are capable of returning big money to the 
capital treasury. The returns gross for 
the month of February ‘were more than 
last year by nearly $25,000, and for the 
first ha'f of the fiscal year well up to- 
ward three times that much ahead of the 
same time the year before. 

For the month of February, the re- 
ceipts were $65,342.87, as compared to 
$40,361.76, an increase of $24,981.11. 
For the six months ending with the be- 
ginning of March, the receipts have been 
$349,569.67, as compared to $280,670.65, 
one-half of the entire receipts of the 
last fiscal year, which amounted to $61.,- 
341.31. The average monthly receipts 
for the fiscal year 1905 were about $46,- 
700, which shows this year to be going 
at a record-breaking pace, the receipts 
for January being over $67,000.

NEW FACTORIES 
FOR VALDOSTA 


Board of Trade Making Cam- 
paign for New In- 
dustries. 


Valdosta, Ga., March 3.—(Special.)—The 
board of trade of Valdosta, composed of 
business and professional men from every 
line and avocation in: this city, is mak- 
ing a campaign for the establishment of 

factories here, and as a result of the 
‘work done so far a chair and furniture 
factory and a canning factory were prac- 
tically secured this week. 

John R. Dorth, of Franklin county, 
Georgia, met the members of the board 
of trade at the meeting today in the 
interest of the chair factory, and so fa- 
vorably impressed were they with the 
facts laid before them that it is an- 
nounced that all of the stock will be sub- 
scribed for at once. Hon. C. R. Ashley 
Stated that he would take $10,000 worth 
of stock, associates of his will take 
$5,000 and Mr. Dortch $5.000. 

The principal work of the factory wMl 
be the manufacture of chairs, but it 
will also make a line of cheap furniture 
of other kinds. The factory as projected 
will have a capacity of bétween 5,000 and 
6,000 chairs a month. 

O. E. Prespich, of Chicago, 
the city in the interest of a canning fac- 
tery, and the indications are now that 
‘this factory will be built and running 
in time to can this year's pear crop. 
Only about $3,500 in stock remains to 
be taken, and this will probably be sub- 
scribed within the next day or two. The 
factory will can pears, sweet potatoes, 
fruits and vegetables of all kinds and

BALLOT SYSTEM 
PLEASED PEOPLE 


Election Workers of Colum- 
bus Disgusted Over 
Secret Ballot, 


Columbus, Ga., March 3.—(Spectal].)— 
The people are delighted and the proteés- 
sional election workers are disgruntied 
over the manner in which the _ secret 
ballot system worked in Thursday’s white 
democratic primary in Muscogee county. 
It was the first time that anything like 
the Australian ballot hag ever been tried 
in this county. 

While fraud will probably never be 
completely eliminated from elections, yet 
vote buying was made a very uncertain 
and very unsatisfactory business. in 
Thursday’s primary. It is reported that 
a good many persons who sold their 
votes did not deliver them when they 
retireqg to the privacy of the booth— 
some through ignorance in not properly 
making the ballot, and others simply 
because they could vote for the other 
fellow without the man to whom they 
had sold their ballot knowing it—and who 
deliberately voted for the other man out 
of sheer mischief. 

The workers had serious misgivings in 
quite a number of cases as to whether 
the ‘party of the second part’ had real- 
ly delivereg the goods when he walked 
out of the booth with a bland and un- 
fathomable face which would not reveal 
just how he had scratched the sheet of 
paper handed him by the managers, 

In the dissatisfaction of the profes- 
sional workers around. the polls is found 
the strongest indorsement of the secret 
ballot system. 

It is an interesting coincidence that the 
father of the first Australian ballot law 
ever introduced in the Georgia legisla- 
ture is a Muscogee county man—Captain 
S. P. Gilbert.

Remarkable changes had taken place 
during the last haif century, he said. 
For example, in 185! there was one wom- 
an to every three meno working: on the 
land. Now there are eighteen men to 
every wo@an employed in agriculture. 

The chief women's industry at the pres- 
ent day, apart from domestic service, was 
the cotton trade. In 185! the number 
of men and women engaged in that trade 
W@s equal, bul in 190: there were ten 
Women to seven men. 

In the lace trade, once almost the mo- 
nopoly of women, men now seemed to be 
slowly displacing them. While in the 
last fifty years the number of men em- 
ployed in that industry had grown from 
9,000 to 13,000, the number of women 
had fallen from 52,000 to 24,000. 

Generally speaking. women seemed to 
be getting hold of the light, centraliz&d 
forms of employment. 

During the last twenty years the wages 
they earned had increased in the cotton, 
wool, worsted and hosiery industries, but 
had decreased in other trades. 

It was very significant, concluded the 
speaker, that whereas among men there 
was a marked tendency to leave badly 
paid trades for those where better wages 
could be obtained, no such movement 
could .be observed among women. ‘Tne 
first trade which came handy seemed 
to be the one which a woman adopted. 
She seemed to make no attempt to find 
the best outlet for her labor.

New York, March 3.—The national] in- 


tercollegiate football rules committee 
held a protracted meeting in this city 
today, but failed to complete the new 
rules. When the committee adjourned 
tonight, it was to meet here again on 
March 36, 

The committee made a number of 
changes in the game, Dut nothing was 
done about the final codification of the 
rules, either as to those adopted today or 
at the previous meetings... One of the 
changes decided on is the reduction of 
the length of the game. The new rule 
provides for 30-minute malves instead of 
35-minute halves, with an intermission 


of 10 minutes, 

The report of the subcommittee on a 
central board of officials was received 
ana discussed. It was finally voted to 
recommend the adoption of the plan iook- 
ing to the instruction and supervision of 
Officials and suggesting that the different 
sections of the country appoint central 
committees that shall be chargeq with 
the introduction of sucn a system. 

The su®committee was directed to pre- 
sent fans to the general committee at 
the next meeting. 

The following were some of the changes 
decided on tentatively during the session 
of the commission: 

Holding—The players of the side that 
has possession of the bail shall not hold, 
block or otherwise obstruct the opponent, 
except with the body. The only allow- 
able use of the arms in blocking or ob- 
structing an. opponent is with the arms 
close to the body. A player running with 
the ball may ward off an opponent with 
the hands. The penalty for holding will 
be a loss of 15 yards.

the plantations of Algerian Moors. 

Over there sea food is bought and 
sold by the ton—white fish, moon fish, red 
snapper, halibut, smelt, haddock; in 
short, every edible inhabitant of ocean 
ana@ river, brook and lake. There are 
rattling heaps of live crabs and lobsters, 
near tanks where importeg sole are 
swimming about; while monster green 
turtles, weighing from 100 to 400 pounds 
each, snort and groan as if they knew 
that within the next twenty-four hours 
some of them would be in the soup. 

This natural history exposition, as it 
might be called—this most remarkable 
of the world’s markets—is typical of the 
changes that have come over the 
metropolis in the last ten or fifteen 
years. In former days people were con- 
tent for the most part to take things 
as they came along, season by season; 


but nowadays there is no waiting for 
seasons. The big hotels and the fashion- 
able restaurants that accommodate not 
only New Yorkers but the throngs of 
visitors always surging up and down the 
city have createg a constant demand 
for almost every known article of food; 
and hence this marvelously complete and 
abundant supply. It is no exaggeration 
to say that nearly every dish known to 
the civilized world is served on New 
York tables. The result is that the mar- 


kets of New York are a miniature repre- 
sentation of all the markets of the 


world. 


Hardly anything is “out of season’’ in 
the metropolis. Milk-fed ‘‘spwing’’ lambs 
are supplieg to the new Hotel Astor in 
mid-winter from hot houses in New 
Jersey. In the days when the apple 
crop of the east was sufficient for 
local needs the best apples were grown 
in orchards in western New York; but 
today, as the result of an increasing 
demand, the apple supply is transported 
from orchards scattered up and down 
the whole length of the continent. and 
of all the apples thus collected those 
from Oregon are the best. It is the 
same with celery. Years ago New York 
celery was famous for its incomparable 
flavor and crispness. Now, however, the 
best specimen of this vegetable comes 
from California. Urgent demand opened 
new fields and awarded new prizes. So 
it is with oranges. Fiormerly those from 
California and Florida were the favorites 
in the New York market... Today the 
most luscious samples of this fruit sold 
here come from the trrigated lands re- 
claimed from the desert territory of 
Arizona. Popular demand, too, has been 
responsible for the production of native 
pineapples, grown in Florida, and native 
figs, the product of rich Texas fields. 

There is an interesting little story be- 
hind the fact that gradually the Amer- 


ican table is being supplied by native! 


products; that not only every necessity 
but also every delicacy is gradually be- 
coming indigenous; and that whereas 
once when a thing was out of seasoy it 
was out of the market, today, particular- 
ly in. New York, where tastes are so 
cosmopolitan and purses are so fat, 
practically everything is in season all 
the year round. Dsargely responsible for 
this remarkable transformation or de- 
velopment are the great hotels that have 
sprung up in the city within the last 
ten or fifteen years. The same enter-
